ACK to the Cadet Armory, through

Sol Basch tells me 
that many of the small clothing estab- 
lishments will be unable to get mate- 
rials to continue in business. John 
Lane, our “Matchless” food man, sees 
difficulty ahead for all kinds of food 
dealers. We in the dry field find that 
while there are many curtailed items, 
due largely to lack of importation, 
American ingenuity is discovering 
many new valuable medicines. The 
shoe manufacturers are busier than 
ever, says Arthur Holl. Of 500 million 
pairs of shoes made last year, the 
army alone purchased 50 million pairs. 
There are sixty-seven factories mak- 
ing army shoes. One factory has in- 
creased its capacity to 195,000 pairs a 
day. 


Т have often thought about the many 
different professions represented in 
the personnel of the Patrol. At the 
last Ceremonial I had a nice chat with 
John Colgan, who was a member years 
ago. When I joined the Patrol twenty 
years ago, there were at least five 
milk dealers on the Patrol. I can re- 
member Frank Cummings, John Col- 
gan, Frank Boyd, Tom Папсоск and 
Elmer Butrick. Together they rep- 
resented rather a large proportion of 
the local dairy distribution. What 


the predominating profession on the 


Patrol is today, we do not know.

twenty-five years ago. At that time 
the Patrol comprised but one company. 
Noble Howes, in his will, left 510.000 
to the Shriners’ Hospital and $5,000 
each to the Masonic Home and Ma- 
sonic Hospital. 


I learned about some of the details 
of Francis Davis’ escape after torpe- 
doing, from his dad, Bill Davis of the 
Third Platoon. Son Francis joined the 
merchant marine in 1941, when only 
twenty. After getting his training he 
went to the west coast and served for 
a while on a Standard Oil tanker. 
More recently he entered the service 
of the Matson S.S. Co., on the new 
Liberty ship Marcus Whitman. On 
this last trip they made a safe de- 
livery of trucks, planes апа ties 
“somewhere” thousands of miles away. 
On the return trip, without cargo, 
about 200 miles of Natal, and while 
Francis was at the wheel, the boat was 
torpedoed. The crew of fifty-six es- 
caped in life-boats, without any of 
their personal property. The thirteen 
in Francis’ boat obtained passage by 
airplane to Georgetown and thence to 
Miami. Now he is ready to go back 
again. We hope that he and all our 
other boys will always get away as 
safely if they ever face torpedoes 
again. 


And from “Somewhere in India” 
we have a few words from Russ 
Lynn’s son, 1st Lieut. Melvin В. 
Lynn, who is a pilot in the 22nd 
Bombing Squadron. In between bomb- 
ings they manage to get a bit of relax- 
ation, and in Melvin's case he is even 
having a part in a forthcoming short 
movie. Quoting from his letter: 


“There have been some movie pho- 
tographers here in camp, making a 
movie short about the life of a bomb 
—the way the story goes—a bomb is 
made in a factory back home by a 
Pearl Harbor widow. On her lunch 
hour she writes on the bomb, “To the 
Japs from a Pearl Harbor widow.” 
Eventually the bomb reaches а for- 
ward base, ours in this case, and we 
get the job of delivering it. 


“They hadn’t decided who would be 
the ones until on one of our raids, Mac 
and I got hit in the right engine na- 
celle by anti-aircraft fire. The fel- 
lows on our right wing said that a 
five-foot flame shot out when we were 
hit and wheel parts flew all over the 


sky. Anyhow we couldn’t use our 


wheels to land and had to make a 
belly landing. I think it took us about 
two seconds for the four of us to get 
out of that plane and a hundred yards 
away from it after we hit. Мас and T 
got the job in the picture. It will 
probably be released all over the 
States by M.G.M., В.К.О., and Co- 
lumbia.” 


So lets look for the picture, of the 
Story of a Bomb, and perhaps we'll 
see Lieut. Lynn and Capt. MacDowell. 


We got more real news out of Mel- 
vin’s letter than is sometimes possible 
in soldiers’ letters from the front that 
have been so much cut by the censor. 
Perhaps you heard about the letter 
received by Mabel from her sweet- 
heart. The envelope was in Bill’s 
writing, but inside she only found the 
message, “Bill still loves you, but he 
talks too darn much"—signed, Censor.
